Despite-all that we have been hear- 
ing of late about farm machaniza- 
tion, few could have been prepared 
to find that tthe process ‘had been 
carried so far in Alberta as was re- 
vealed by the figures published on 
Monday, Over $8,000,000 was spent 
in the purchase of tractors and har- 
vester combines in 1929: This meant 
that the total value of equipment in 
these two forms almost doubled in 
a single year. From all indications 
the present year will see it increased 
much further. The revolutionary 
change in agriculture methods  «‘ 
which these statistics are a manifes'- 
ation, has been going on threughout 
the whole of the Canadian west and 
its consequences are far-reaching. 

Especial attention has been paid to 
its effect on employment conditions. 
The displacing of farm labor by the 
miachine has been a large factor in 
swelling the ranks of those seeking 
work. The task of relieving their 
situation has been a serious one. It 
has thrust upon the provinces and 
municipalities a heavier burden than 
they should have been expected to 
assume in view of the fact that the 
problem is of a national character. 
Definite plans will have to be evolv- 
ed before another winter for easing 
the unemployment | difficulties that 
farm meéchanizaton has created and 
in the carrying out of these the fed- 
eral authorities cannot be allowed to 
evade their fair share of responsibil- 
ity. 

But such difficulties have had to 
be faced before in connection with 
other branches of economic activity. 
Adjustment, though painful for the 
time being, has always eventually 
been made satisfactorily. Work will 
be found for those whose services 
are no longer required on the farms, 
just as it was for those whom the 
growth of the factory system dis- 
placed. What we are witnessing now 
is simply the extension to agricult- 
ure of the full effeet of the indust- 
rial revolution that ‘set in with the 
commencement of the era of mechan- 
ical progress over @ century ago. 

It must result in the strengthen- 
ing of the position of agriculture. 
Because this is #0, there ie no reason 
to be gloomy over these develop- 
mente. Despite the incidental troub- 
les that they occasion, they promote 
the gweneral well-being. As Profes- 
eor Ottewell of the University 
Alberta pointed out in addressing the 
Oalgary board of trade last week, 
costs, costs of farm production are 
being amazingly reduced. He de- 
clared that figures were available 
which showed that completely power 
equipped farms were raising wheat 
at 50c. per bushel. Thetr average size 
was increased rapidly and the ben- 
efit was not being confined to grain 
growing.

Professor Ottewell’s conclusion | 


‘was that through mechanical ‘pro. 
gress the. far-sighted agriculturis+ 
would be able to meet competition in 
the export market by ‘the cutting 
down of its costs and could sell at a 
lower price without a sacrifice of 
profit. The peasant type of farmer 
would tend rapidly to disappear and 
his place would be taken by a high- 
ly skilled mechanic and. business 
manager. 

Under -these altered conditions 
farming will make a now appeal, par- 
ticularly to those boys who have 
grown up in the country and. have a 
mechanical bent for which they have 
had an insufficient outlet heretofere. 
This is a very important conside1a-- 
tion. 

More leisure will be available for 
those engaged in agricultural pur- 
suite and it will be utilized to devel- 
op a larger measure of social life, 
The absence of this and the necessity 
of continuous application to farm 
duties have kept many away from 
farming- whom it would | otherwise 
attract. Abready there ‘has . been 
brought about a striking change in 
these respects. Those who are closely 
iin touch with rural Alberta are deep- 
ly impressed by the constant widen- 
ing of the interests of the people 
‘there, the increased amount of read- 
ing that they are doing, the atten- 
‘tion that they are paying to. public 
affairs and the scale on which they 


are. entering into entertainment in 
various forms, 
One frequent visitcr to country 


districts states that he never knew 
social activities to be conducted 
thitherto on so large a scale as dur- 
ing the present winter. This muct 
piove enlightening and surprising ‘o 
those who have pictured the ferm- 
ers as spending their time in he- 
moaning the faet that their crops 
Yast year were much below the av- 
erage and the troubles that were be- 
ing experienced in marketing them. 

Ht is well to keep all this in mind 
when one is tempted to be pessim 
istic in regard to present conditions 


and to what the future has in store. | 


The agricultural changes that have 
‘taken place have led to no inconsider- 
able temporary embarrassment, but 
‘there is no doubt that they make for 
permanent progrere of the most 
substantial character,
